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un-American ty rielghbore and acquaintances and apparently were booest peraons 
who were considered fanatical in their religious eiewt. AH actire Benben 
of the organisation interriewed appeared to answer questions freely, eon- 
plately, and without any hesitation. C^eetioning f^^ed to indicate any 
subversive tendencies but rather they appeared asKious to aake their raligiooa 
views known and to make all literatura concerning the organisation available 
to agent for examination. Apparently, all nenbera interviewed dlacusaed any 
point brought out without reserve and did not appear to withhold any infonaa- 
tlOD concerning their affiliation with the Moorish Science Tenple or the 
teachings of the organisation. They readily supplied the names of other 
members of the organisation.
